Onr éorrespondent : “ Comtnon Sense,” 
in asking us egain to enter the lists on 
the subject of the Central School, must 
bear in mind that, unlike His Excellency 
the Governor, we. can appreciate the.

The Conference on Eduoation--was re- 
ported te have passed resolutions which 
ought amply to natlafy the most. radical: 


educational reformer in this Colony ; and 
what need there was to bring forward 
fresh returns or to ring the changes upon 
the phrases “cannot speak English at 
ali” and “speak English idiomatically,” 
&.,.&0.,>is more ‘than we.can com- 
prohond. Mr Stewart opposed the policy 
which he thought tended to sacrifice a 
well-grounded knowledge of English to 
more showy and probably lesa useful 
colloquial acquirements. But he was 
overruled by the resolutions passed at 
the Conference ; and the only thing that 
now remains to be done, so far as we.can 
see, Is to catry out the wishes of that 
Conference. Build the -new Contral 
School,‘ so that breathing space may be 
obtained, and double. the English staff so 
as to secure the teaching power so often 
insisted on by Mr Stewart as necessary ; 
—let action, in short, take the. place of 
returns and useless discussion on topics 
which have already been settled: But 
cease fighting for the mere sake of fight- 
ing. If it be absolutely necessary to 
discover and publish the exact amount 
of knowledge of English gained by every 
boy in the Central School, the only way 
in which that can be arrived at so as to 
‘place it beyond all further doubt. or 
dispute” is by‘ Commission or Board 
of Examination, whose inquiries: shall 
embrace reading, writing, and speaking, 
as well as analysis, parsing and com- 
position. To take such action now, 
however, seems to us'to be a mere beating 
of the wind—~an attempt at justification 
which almost stultifies the Conference 
and its resolutions, It is, by the way, 
& somewhat. novel and remarkable 
course of action—and one which cannot 
be altogether pleasant to those gentlemen 
now performing Mr Stewart's duties—to 
“play off” Dr Hitel and Mr Falconer 
against the absent chief (Mr Stewart)

Absolutely nothing is known aa 
to their destination, The “Shanghai- 
Nagasaki “telegraph got out of working 
order shortly after their departure, and 
ag tho last telegrams that had reached 
Yokohama had announced the despatch 
of a force from India to Malta, and that 
“the situation is generally considered 
less - hopeful,” both the, Russian and

anything but comfortable, In 4 
Yokohama contemporary of the 20th, 
one day later, we find .a couple of 
significant paragraphs, the one that

Besides proparing bricks for mo- 
taling the roads, stones will be prepared for 
building purposes, \Mr Fujita Denzabe’s 
enormous shoe manufactory, established, we 
think, in 1874, has such a widespread 
reputation that he was obliged at. the 
beginning of last year to-erect a special 
tannery, in order to supply all demand made 
onthe tactory, asthe supply from Europe 
was. not sufficient and at the same time too 
expensive.. Both these establishments are 
now in charge of a foreigner, who has 
brought them to such a state of perfection: 
that 600 pairs of shoes are made daily. We 
are further informed that besides the three 
establiahments mentioned above, Mr Fujita 
Denzabe intends erecting on his large com- 
pound copper smelting furnaces, the carrying 
out of the work tobe under the same foreign 
manager at present in charge of tho brick 
manufactory, We heartily wish Mr Fujita 
the greatest success in this undertaking, and 
hope to see him bring into life other 
branches of industry which will provide 
employment for thousands, as ho does at 
present for hundreds, of poor workmen, and 
that he will have the pleasant satisfaction of 
feeling thet he has had the means of making 
himeelf usefnl to his country and will leave 
to posterity a worthy and honorable nam.—
